Yesterday -vrlien Hon. Mr. "Wftlkein 
rose to announce that he had placed 
bis resignation in the hands of the 
Lieut.-Governor, and that His Excel- 
lency had been pleased to call on Mr. 
Elliott to form a Government, he did 
BO in language that v/ell belittad the 
solemnity and importance of the oc- 
casion. The announcement was re- 
ceived by the expectant House in si- 
lence. The galleries— so turbulent 
on Tuesday, when the decisive vote 
was taken — were as quiet and decor- 
ous in their demeanor as if they were 
in attendance on a funeral— as, in- 
deed, in one sense they really were. 
The House and galleries are to be 
complimented on their demeanor. The 
present is no time for an exhibition of 
ezultfttion on the one hand, or of im 
potent anger on the other. Every 
man, in or out of the House, should 
begin to realize that it is not a ques 
tioa of whether Mr. Walkem or Mr. 
Elliott is at the head of aflfairs; whe- 
ther Liberals or Tories conttitute the 
xaajoritf in the Local House. There 
is no "war of the roses" raging here. 
The issue juBt decided was far from 
being a personal one, and the over- 
throTT of the Walkem (Jbvernment 
•was due entirely to their improper 
financial relations with the Canadian 
Government. Those relations, it was 
ieit by a majority of the House, were 
calculated to jeopardize the early con- 
struction of the Pacific Eailway, and 
the country, through the medium of 
their representatives, have protested 
against a continuance of that danger- 
ous policy. That is a\l there is in it. 
So far as we are concerned The Colo- 
mist is ready to give a h&ai ty support 
to any Government that may be form- 
ed to carry out certain constitu- 
tional principles to attain which we 
have battled in opposition for many 
7aar8,andthat will relieve the Province of 
the daugeroua complications that have 
arisen with Canada. We believe , t o o , 
that the mass of the electors are pre- 
pared to give the new men a fair trial. 
With an empty treasury and a heavy 
debt the coming Ministry will have, 
heaven knows, difficulties enough to 
grapple without having their hands

patriotic e£fort8 of this or that factious 
individual who, having enjoyed sub- 
stantial benefits from the late Govorn- 
m«nt, and having an intense craving 
for the Govern mental flcshpots, may 
permit himself to be made a tool of 
for the purpose of retarding the busi- 
ness of the country. If Mr. Elliott 
and the gentlemen he may call about 
him were in the slightest sense re- 
sponsible for the unfortunate state of 
things which all ought to deplore, be- 
cause all are suflerers therefrom, we 
should be among the first to oppose 
their re-election. But when the 2"-ib- 
lie consider that they have all along 
protested against the abuses they will 
strive to redress — that they were sent 
into Parliament to vote against the 
Ministry on the particular issue 
we have named; and that they 
are in no wise roaponaiblo for the 
coinplioations that have nriaon, wa bs- 
lieva the good sense of tbo cominiuiity 
will ooudoma an attompt to rotj.iil thu 
business of the country by opposiug the 
return of any of the new ministers. Give 
them a chance! Thoy are more entitled 
to nympathy than to oppoiition. We 
hear with surprise that the late Chief 
Oommissioner, (who not long ago tsalled 
out for a chance to show what ho could 
do in ofBoe and whoso re-election was not 
opposed) has brought ftnnncial pressure 
to bear on a oertaiu person and has com- 
pelled bim, muoh against his will, to of- 
fer himself as a candidate to oppose Mr. 
Elliott. Of course, thereis no daugerof tho 
Chief Oommissiouor's oauuidate securing 
his olootion— not the sliglitest; but tlio 
loss of time oocasionod by tho Chief 
Commissiouei-'s patriotic course will ba a 
Borioua matter at this crisis, when public 
aflfairs are at sixes-and sevens— to say no- 
thing of the expense tbht will be incurred 
when economy is so necessary. The 
electors will no doubt frown down this 
attempt of tho Chief Commissionor to 
hooter and embarrass tho now Govorn- 
meut. Suroly no good motive can in- 
spire this faithless ex oflicial to take the 
very course that he dupreoated when he 
took oflico. "Give mo a chance," ha 
pleaded then. Give Mr. Elliott and his 
friends a chance, we demond. To oppose 
their return would bo worse than fac- 
tions — it would be ruinous. 



LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Eastern States- 

New York, Jan. 25. — In the Sup- 
erior Court this morning Lucius W. 
Pond, manufacturer, whose wholesale 
forgeries created so much surprise and 
excitement " withdrew his plea of not 
guilty and was sentenced to 15 years 
in tho States Prison. There are still 
thirty two indictments against him. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 25. — The 'Gazette' 
Charleston West Virgiuia, sijecial says 
an altercation occurod between Thom 
as Hines and Wm. Dooley, regarding 
the latter's wife ; to-night Hines went 
to Dooley 's and knocked at the door; 
when Dooley iippoarod Hiiioa cut him 
with a knife severing tho jugular vain 
fiom which ho died. Tlio case of 
Dawson and Estaplo charged with the 
murder of Loe several days ago was 
called on in court to-day. Tho court 
house yard is filled to-day with excit- 
ed citizens cheilly from the vicinity 
where the murder was committed. 

Later — About 200 men collected at 
1 jj.m. and proceeded to gaol the 
and took Dawson and Estaple out and 
marched thom off to tho woods where 
thoy will probably be found hanging 
to a tree in the morning. Dooley, who 
was killed by Hines early i;his evening 
was a colored man and after tho mob 
had carried off the Leo murderers, the 
colored citizens to tlio number of 50 
went to tho jail and demanded Hines 
who was delivered to them and they 
then followed tho former crowd to tho 
woods with tlieir prisoner who will 
probably meet the same fate- 

Cincinnati, Jan. 2G. — A commercial 
Charleston West Virginuia special 
says that tho bodies of Dawson, Esta- 
ple and Hines who were lynched last 
night were taken down by tho pro- 
secuting attorney to-day and an in- 
quest held. The verdict was that they 
came to their deaths by a mob whose 
names are not known.

teresta of the British iron and steel 
trades." As yet the objects of the pro- 
posed association have not tikou a pro- 
cise and definite form. So far, however, 
• as they have been suffered to appear, it 
would seem that the idea of the associ- 
atioD vas originated in consequence of 

, the advaatageB whiob similar associatio u s 
were observed to confer on the iron and 
Bt»e] trades of the United States, Germ- 
any, Belgium and Prauce, which keep 
their members fully informed of matters 
affecting their interests, not only as re- 
lates to their separate Bationalitics, but 
generally in other nations. Some such 

.- organization is the more necessary on 
account of the competition which has 
now to be met in the iron trade from 
other countries. The trade associations 
which already estst are merely local. 

Success ot the New Judiciary Act.— 
The Tivtes reviews the work cf tbo High 
Court of Justice during the Mioliaelinas 
sittings under the new judicial system.

Dear jilu. Ewtou.— There is noth- 
ing new or wonderful to relate, but 
what I have to say may bo new to some 
although it is not wonderful. I left 
with some of tlie boys from-' Wrangel 
for Cassiar in Mtirch last, and may f 
be scalped if over I stop two months 
at Wrangel again! The snow began 
to get 80 soft before we got to our des- 
tination, that we were pulling .sleiglis 
Avifch over 300 Iba, through water over 
tho ice on the Stickeen, It is astonish- 
ing what hardships man can endure 
in pur.suit of hidden treasure. I am 
not going to inflict you with a sketch 
of a galley-slave. Our fatigues were 
voluutayy, but not ihe less wearisome. 
There were two dogs in tho crowd. I 
tell you they wero bully follow.s! Just 
see either of them -wiii;: off with bis 
250 ll)s. and you could envy the owner 
of one or other, for having a v,-illiiig 
worker and a faithful "chum," ready 
to die for lym. "We got to the mines 
too early for tho majority of miners. I 
think any man coming to work for 
wages is in good time if he gets to tiie 
mines by the first of Juuo. 

There can no doubt but the Cassiar 
country will produce gold in payiiF' 

W^'M s^Bl'e'gm aJiliTs feu •■.^ac- 
Dame Creek, and there have bec<n such 
deposits of gold found on many of the 
Creeks falling into it, and iu other 
streams from 10 to 15 miles from it. I 
was iu tho MacDnmo Crock country 
and unwell for three weeks and bad 
all the news from the boys who came 
to aeo mo vrhilo T was laid up? — a tall 
sandy-haired Dutchman showed me 
specimens weighing from $7 to %V,] 
oac'ii found ninety miles from Mae- 
Dumo Creek. Dave, who used to 
bring us some of the finest wild mut- 
ton that ever a miner feasted on, 
brought in some nuggets from among 
the mountains weighing all the way 
from %'i to %-10. He will be back early 
in tho spring demanding as a right a 
discovery olalm, and the man who gets 
a claim for discovery gold in an un- 
known stream in this Arctic region 
well deservss it. 

One would suppoao from the expe- 
rienae our legislators bad that it would

would prevent them from falling into 
the old blunders of the past, so waste- 
ful of public money. I shall not say 
anything now of tho way in which the 
contract for the trail from Telegraph 
Creek to Dease Lriko was let, more 
than that a survey should have been 
first made and tho best and shortest 
route fovind.
